touch remote areas. 

The Alberta government 
may have to airlift supplies 
into remote communities 250- 
to400 ‘air miles north of 
Edmonton, where some 500 
persons face food shortages if 
the strike lasts more than five 


to seven days.

What More Could PM Do 


Under the Circumstances?

OTTAWA-If you were prime misister and 
faced with the national disaster of a’ shutdown 
of the railways by strikes, what would you do? 

Being prime minister, 
you would be buffeted by 
conflicting and contradict- 
ory economic and political 
considerations, contentions 
and claims, Under such 
conditions problems . can- 
not be judged simply on 
the basis of right or wrong, 
black or white, for right 
and wrong are relative 
qpantities, and the éolors - ; 
are all grey

You would also be cireumscribed and con- 


tained by legal considerations. You could 
talk to union leaders and management, using. 
the prestige of your office to try to bring 
them to agreement and thereby avert a strike. 
But if. they proved adamant, you would not 
have the authority to force a settlement or for- 
bid a strike.

First, you would tind silent in agreement 
with the position that Prime Minister Pearson 
took while the conciliation board was function- 
ing: it would he a ag improper” for your 
government to usurp function of this board 
set up under law passed by Parliament. Your: 
hands would be tied until the board had re-

had refused. to, accept the board's report. 
Second, you would avoid threats as to what

Probably you would say no more in the eir- 
cumstances than Mr. Pearson did: ‘When ord- 
inary measures . have failed, we will dis- 
charge our duty.” 

You would know, as unions and manage- 
ment . that a stoppage of the railways 
wou! _an..economic disaster that must be 
prevented, or quickly ended if it develops. 
You would know that the danger of inflation 
would be much increased if the unions’ wage 
demands were met and the railways passed 
the higher costs along to the public in the form 
of higher freight rates. You would know that 
only Parliament can make: illegal for the 
railwaymen to start or continue.a strike. 

Mr. Pearson was asked last week if he in- 
tended to summon Parliament for the un- 
stated but understood reason of having it take 
such action. “That is a hypothetical question,” 
he evaded, ‘I hope not, but if that is necessary, 
that will be done.’’ i

He. knows, as you would know, that gov- 
ernment’s use of force in a labor dispute is 
repugnant to. democracy, an anathema to or- 
ganized labor. A great many union members 
vote Liberal despite their unions’ official 
attachment, to the NDP.

‘Teen Men’ ~ 


But with No Place to Go

As the item of junk mail moved from my 
letter-rack to my wastepaper basket, a phrase 
{ncluded in it caught my eye. This was a pub- 
licity advance from pub- 
lishers of a slick magazine 
tailored to separate kids 
from their money. It set” 
forth the results of polls 
taken in 45 American cities 
indicating the political pref- 
erences and recording fav- 
orites of teenage males in~ 
the areas covered. - 

The phrase that caught. 
my eye was “teen men.” 
These, by the item's defi- Stott 
nition range in age frorh 13 to 18—roughly the 
group representéd by the senior grade in 
elementary school and those who cease to 
benefit from the juvenile act when they get 
into trouble. 

» . It Is my conviction that boys from 13 up 
ean be manly youngsters—and that most of 
them are pretty sound human material, But 
_to my way of thinking “teen men” is a sales 
gimmick pandering to and fostering an ex- 
aggerated sense of self-importance among 
youths who have more loose change in their 
pockets than ever before. This is part of the 
market -being intensively exploited in this 


era. The boys have money and it's a sales-, 


man’s job to sell. Hemce the inclination to 
make the boys feel that they are big wheels, 
adult and possibly mature. 

The junk mail piece. sent. me back toa 
chapter on ‘‘The Adolescent Limbo’ in Roul 
quency called “Kids, Crime and\Chaos.”" 

In one part of it he points out that ‘‘it’s 
easy to see how we've created ‘for youngsters 
an impossible dichotomy. 

“On the one hand, we encourage adulthood 
in the young. We raise them to mature 
earlier physically . . . our youngsters acquire 
the bodies and emotional needs of adults at 
an earlier age than formerly .. . Certainly 
a-large part of our: splendid communications 
‘and advertising media expose the teen-agers 
to all the temptations of acting like an adult 


in. dress, in travel, in dating, in smoking, 
in drinking, in sex. Living in an affluent 
society, a child is more aware of the material 
advatages of being grown up than he has 
ever been in history.” 

On the othe? hand, says Mr. Tunley, “We 
subject him to a périod of compulsory child-. 
hood. We have told him he must not leave 
school until he is sixteen (in British Colum- 
bia, fifteen), and if he does leave then, we 
have made it virtually impossible, because 
of labor laws, union’ policies, insurance and 
-other regulations, for him to get any kind 
of permanent job until he’s eighteen. . .” 

This is aah of the general Tunley thesis 
that children in poor countries, where they 
have to work to heip the family to subsist, 
that we call delinquency. They're too busy 
being responsible, essential contributors to 
family subsistence—and as such the family 
automatically becomes the first concern of 
very young people who feel needed, useful 
and, in important social respects, mature.

Because of my years, I guess, I become in- 
creasirigly impatient with and. annoyed by 
teenagers who hang around, trying to be like 
adults by copying adult vices, making their 
.« changing voices raucus in a ludicrous attempt. ~ 
to ape the adolescent image of authority: and 
command, .and who think that stringing four- 
Jetter words together, ignoring the conventions 
of what we used to call decency and relegating 
courtesy to the discard, makes them men. 

And like most other people of my age, I’m 
- inclined to- deliver my censure of all youth 
because a few irritate me. It’s hard to notice 
the attractive features on the face of a person 
who has a boil on the end of his nose. But I 
forget that the hangers-around are among the 
unfortunates-who haven't been able to get jobs 
~the class to which Tunley refers. f auto- 
matically segregate them from the lucky few 
‘ who found work with boys’ crews in the forest 
service or in some other useful occupation. 

“Teen men,” 'I scoff, thinking of what_ap- 
pear to be louts and punks, 
of who, or what, fits them into the pattern we 
adults find so obnoxious.

Step by step, as the drama unfolds, details are 
being brought out through an unusual intelligence 
operation of the National Council of Churches. 

The latest disclosure is the text of a warning issued 
by Moscow's Patriarch Alexei, head of the Russian Orthodox 
Church, against public criticism of church authority in its 
relationship to the state. 

Condemning ‘endeavors of some «clergy. and laity"’ 
stir unrest about church and governmental policies, 
patriarch said in an encyclical to all bistiops: 

“The distribution of all kinds of ‘open letters’ and | 
articles must be definitely stopped. It is the duty of diocesan 
bishops to attend to this.”

His directive came in response to a charge by two 
Moscow priests that the Russian church was becoming a 
tool of government. They have refused to withdraw their 
claims and have been suspended. Both have appealed to 
the church's ‘synod of bishops. Patriarch Alexei said the 
synod will convene to hear their appeal. 

Copies of their letter of protest, sent both to the patriarch 
and to Soviet President N. V. Podgorny, were made available 
in June by the national council's special unit. The unit keeps 
check on religious Altairs by direct contacts and by combing 
through 100 Soviet, East European and Chinese periodicals. 

Translations of documents and articles are issued in a 
twi¢ée-monthly bulletin, Religion in Communist Dominated 
Areas, edited by an expert on the subject, Dr. Paul Anderson.

The “open letters” of the-two Moscow priests, Father 
Nikolas Eshliman and Father Gleb Yakunin, claimed that 
Russian Orthodox leadership—including the patriarch—had 
submitted to state infringements, and urged a vigorous 
reassertion of religious rights. 

Subservience of church authorities, the priests wrote, is 
“aiding ‘anti-religious agents in their efforts to destroy our 
holy church.”
